THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 



The Hoii6e yesterday passed by a mnjoriiy 
ut nine lo two llio lusoliaious which lind been 
adopted by the Oommitteo o( Ways aud 
Means. Wo may briefly sum up those roso- 
tions as follows : The roal estate tax and 
the saliiry tux to bo abolished from the com- 
mencement ot tho present year, the annual 
licenso to bo reduced from §10 lo 55, a re- 
duction in tho licenses o( country pub- 
lic houses to 550, the tax on imported milch 
cows to be reduced from $-1 to $1, a tax ol S5 
a ton to bo imposed on imported bay, ai:d a 
landing permit of $2 50 on n thousand leel 
of rough lumber, aud $5 on a thousand feel 
of dressed lumber. The only fresh tuxes, 
therefore, which have been levied are those 
on buy and lumber. Both of these, it is need- 
less to say, are designed not for the purposo 
ol raising revenue, but lor encouraging homo 
industry, although probably tho present year 
they will conliibule quito an item to the 
general receipts. The value of the hay im 
ported lust year was S12,000. This would 
give a revenue in itself at 8*5 a ton ol about 
¥4,000 ; but a much larger crop will be 
grown ihe present yeur on the Island than 
heretofore, nnd wo may, therefore, salely put 
down the revenue to be derived from this 
source during Ihe remaining ten mouths of 
18G0 ut S1.500 less than tho $4,000. Tin- 
would, however, cover the abolition ol the 
salary lax. The valuo ol tho lumber imporieil 
last year was about S20.000. Computing the 
82 50 and So per thousand at about 25 per 
cent-, and we would have 85,000 revenue 
from the importation. Under the impetus, 
however, of the landing permit the present 
year, we anticipate a considerable diminution 
in the imports, which would make of course 
a corresponding diminution in the revenue. 
The sum total, tailing all things into con- 
sideration, which we may expect tho present 
year from hay and lumber, is about $5,000. 

The Government estimate of the revenue 
for 18CC is ?20G,700. Deducting from this 
the tax on real estate and tho salary tax 
and we have §153,000. From this sura has 
again to bo deluded S5000 lor annual 
licenses and several thousand dollars for re- 
ductions in country public house licenses and 
in stock and carcass act, making in nil pro- 
bably S10.000 As the arrears due on lust 
year's real estate tax, however, will reach 
about S10 000, the revenue ol 5153,000 will 
not be affected. Taking ihe amount voted 
by the House, with the salaries for discharged 
officials and other necessary expenses not 
provided for in the supply, and we have 
about 3100,000 to make up, or seven thousand 
dollars more than tho amount as abovo pro- 
vided. Hut we have already shown that the 
revenue for tho remaining ten months of the 
year on hay und lumber will bo S5000 ; and 
as the police force and fire department alter 
next mouth will in all probability bo put under 
the chargo of the city, thus relieving tho gen- 
eral Government ol about SG,500 expendi- 
ture, we huvc as a set-off to the S7.000 the 
Bum of $13,500— or, in other words, the total 
revenue, with all the real estate nnd other, 
reductions, will come to about $158,000. 
while the total expenditure will only reach 
$154,500, leaving a margin of §3,500 for 
the Execulive to work ou. This speaks 
well for the financial scbemo of the Assem- 
bly, and our satisfaction is in no way di- 
minished by tho fact that tho supplies and 
ways and means have been comploted in tho 
third week of February. With the excep- 
tion of tho municipal aud u few other bills 
the business of the House is really over lor 
the session. So much for legislative organi- 
zutinu and dispatch. Uuder tho old way 
of doing things tho members would 
bo at the present moment still quarrel- 
ling over the supplies, making no reduc- 
tions in the estimates, but continuing 
resulllesi discussions till the dog days. The 
Assembly has done its duty with regard in 
the public finances. It remains now to he 
seen what dispatch the Upper House and 
Executive are going to make in their res- 
pective branches — whether tho " nine 
mouths' incubation " is to rest this tunc 
upon the Legislative Counoil or the ad- 
ministrative body.

HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 

Wednesday, February 21, lSGti 
House met at 1:15, p. m. Present — .Messrs. 
DeCoamos, Tolmie, Trimble, M'Clure, Dick- 
son, Powell, Dennee, Duncan, Carswell, and 
Cunningham. 

WAYS AND MEANS RESOLUTIONS . 

On the reading of tho first of the resolu- 
tions brought up Irmn ihe Committee ol 
Ways and Means — the nbolition of the Heal 
Eitate Tax, 

Dr. Tolmie moved the re-consideration cf 
ihis resolution, on the grounds ho had pre- 
viously advanced. He believed the real 
estate estimate of S50.O00 was more lhan it 
would yield. Besides a tax so just in prin- 
ciple should not be removed, it was also 
very injudicious to keep changing the p dicy 
of the country Irom year to year (hear, hear, 
from Mr. DeCosmos). Ho maintained thut 
the colony could not do without the 
tax ; thete would be u large deficit iu the 
estimates, and it was better to meet our 
liabilities at once. Tho liquor and trading 
licenSds be believed would full short of the 
estimate. The fees of court would bo de- 
minishud by new regulations which tho 
Cbiel Justice would introduce. Some said 
that union was imminent ; hut there was 
really noihing known about it. With re- 
gard to the £4,483 put down in the estimates 
us being due by British Columbia, he fell 
quite ceitain it wouldjnol be paid Ihis year, 
anil British Columbia bad enough to do to 
provide for her own wants. If we were 
united before the end of the year, and he 
hoped we should be (hear), it would ol course 
make no difference. He would again repeat 
that no argument had been shown to justify 
the abolition ol the real estate tax. It was 
unadvisable to make any organic changes 
until we get union. Thero had been no 
complaints mane by his constituents against 
the real estate lax, and ihe only arguments 
brought lorward were not so much against 
Ihe tux ilselt, which all acknowledged 10 be 
just in principle, but against tho mode in 
which it Wua collected. Larger responsi- 
bilities than usual had been imposed upon the 
country this year ; 830,000 had been voted 
lor a mail subsidy, a large amount was due 
lor interest aud lor building tho Covernor's 
residence, and a certain sum was also re- 
quired to pay oil tho discharged oQioials. In 
view ol all ol these mailers he thought il 
impolitic to do away with the real estate 
tax, ami he hoped ihe question wonld be lairly 
considered by hon. gentlemen. Ho moved 
the recommittal ot the resolution. 

Dr. Powell seconded. 

Mr. M'Clure acknowledged that tbo hon. 
gentleman had made the best of his e ise. 
His arguments were very good in the ab- 
stract, but some ol tlieui were certainly wrong 
applied to the exigencies ol the case. In the 
liist place great stress had boon luid on the 
Government estimates being in excess ol what 
ihe revenue would bring. Well, il tbal wore 
tile caso il was the Executive's responsibility, 
not the responsibility of the) Houso ; the Ex- 
ecutive had, however, better means lor cal- 
culating Ihe estim.ted revenuu thou hon. 
members, and until something more tangi 
thai) mere nssei tiou could bo .shown the House 
wus bound lo accept the estimated revenue 
a< near tho mark. Tho hon. gentleman had 
alluded to his constituent! (those of u country 
district) not desiring the abolition of tho reul 
estate lax — so far us that was concerned, 
Victoria, ho believed, paid about eight-tooths 
of tho wholo tax. But tho hon. gentleman 
and those of tho sauio way of thinking had 
persistently ignored the repeatedly expressed 
intention of the proposers of the abolition 
to make the towns and districts ol tho colony 
pay on the real estate lor municipal purposes 
The scheme was, as hud been said over and 
over again, to cheapen the expenses of Gov- 
ernment (.hear, hear). Again the hon. mem- 
ber hud declaimed against chopping and 
changing the mode of taxation of the country. 
Why it was one ol the characteristics of a 
new country to bo always undergoing trans- 
formation, and good laws were laws that 
soiled the present not the past. If necessity 
oallod for u change in the laws every six 
months tbey should be changed. Tho 
hon. gentleman, however, was eaught in his 
own words ; lor b i had supported tho hall 
per cent, on imports last year, and now bo 
wauled to " chop and change" aud nbolish it 
(laughter). At tbo sumo limo bo (Mr. 
M'Clure) thought every hon. gentleman had 
ii perlect right to change bit viows on any 
subject — Otherwise thero would bu no suoh 
thing us progress. 

Dr. Tolmie slil objected to frequent and 
inoonsiderulo changes. Ho hud failed lo hem 
u single goo.l argument against tbo real ca- 
tato tax. Tho country was tuo poor for 
municipalities except in Victoria and Na- 
naimo. None of the districts out of Vic- 
toria wero rich enough to keep their roadi 
in repair, aud part of tho tax on real oatato 



SALARY TAX. 

Dr. Tolmie moved that this tax bo recom- 
mitted, ns it was ihe fairest and most equit- 
able of any tax that had been put on, as it in 
most cases reached persona who paid no 
taxes at all ; in tho majority of cases it was 
paid by the employer. 

Dr. Powell seconded the motion. He be- 
lieved in the juslico of tho tax ; it was levied 
especially to meet a class of persons who 
paid no taxes. 

Mr. McCluro twitted thn movor and sec- 
onder for tho inconsistency of their views. 
Their stylo of argument was rather unique. 
If the lax were paid by the employers, ns 
was stated by the mover, then the obj ct of 
the tax failed. If it wore paid by Ihe em- 
ployes, us stated by tho seconder, then wo 
had the amusing fact of mover and seconder 
entirely opposed as to tho effect of tho tax. 
The cost and inconvenience far outweighed 
Ihe benefits derived by tho tax. Taxation j 
should bo reduced to one general system if 
possible, instead ol having a number of com- 
plicaled schemes. 

Dr. Dickson believed tho principle of the 
lax a most just ono, as it reached persons 
who otherwise contributed nothing to the rev- 
enue, und he should certainly not. now sup- 
port its abolition, had he not been given lo 
understand that il failed as a mi ana ol rev- 
enue and was nearly all swallowed up in the 
collection . 

Dr. Tolmie differed from the junior mem- 
ber for I ho city, and hoped to see a direct 
system of luxation. In Canada he was glad 
to see. in view ol the abolition of tho recipro 
city treaty, a desire to reduce the import 
duties and lo increase their direct taxation. 
Ho did not believe the lax was swallowed up 
in collection, ns slated by one hon. member, 
or even cost 20 per cent as staled by another. 

Mr. DeCosmus said the tax was bolb un- 
fair in principle and ridiculously small in 
amouut. lie had opposed il lust year ou that 
ground. Its injustice wus apparent when 
the employer bad lo pay only half per cent 
on all bis sales, while the employe had to 
pay one per cent on his income. The tax 
pressed most unfairly upon persons who weie 
only temporarily omployed, and waj alto- 
gether obnoxious. 

The orisinal resolution was carried 
Ayes — DeCosmos, Trimble, McClure, Dick- 
son, Duncan, Deunes, Carswell, Cunningham. 
Noes — Ash, Tolmie, Powell.

The hon- gentleman wont into the subject ol 
trunk roads, condemning the proposed trunk 
road to Nanaimo or Comox as un unneces 
sary expenditure, although ho hoped before 
long to see a lineol railway running from our 
coal fields (bear, hour). There was u good 
trunk road at present in existence, which was 
open at all seasons of tho year and needed 
no repairs, only marking out here ar,d ihere. 
Waler travel was always cheaper than laud tra- 
vel, and the proposed road would run through 
a truct of country u good portion of which was 
Uii8uited lor farming purposes. It bud been 
rightly said that the only bull of agricultural 
land, ubout ten miles in width, lay between 
Johnson Straits and Sooke. [Mr. DeCosmos 
— So fur as known J The mountainous and 
unproductive nature I f u large portion ol the 
island was well known lo most honorable 
members. 

Dr. Ash believed it would bo impossible 
in the present condition of the colony to 
raise the 6100,000 required. 

Mr. DeCosmos was surprised at such .a re- 
maik from the lust speaker. The objeel was 
no doubt to injure tho credit of the country 
olsewhero, now ho (Mr. DoC.) had always in 
fulfilling bis duties in the House considered 
it his place to say us litllo as possible that 
would injure the credit of tho country abroad. 
He proceeded to chide the hon. member lor 
the District on the road question, ami said 
there were certain hun. members holding 
large tracts of land in the neighborhood ol 
Victoria who succeeded in gelling good mac- 
adamized roads made to their doors, und 
would like to have them go ■' up Btairs," bul 
did not care about the rest of tho country 
being opened up [laughter]. He ridiculed 
tho idea ubout not burrowing money, and 
said il" we were to wait lor union, lor Heaven's 
sake let more money bo raised to miug 
people into tho country, unless we were to re- 
turn to the statu of allairs that existed when 
ho arrived eigi.t ; ars ugo, and had to land 
in a canoe. 

Dr. Tolmio said it was refreshing to hear 
the hon. gentleman, who, with his hon. col- 
league, was so opposed to personalities, now 
indulging in eucli a siring of direct and ab- 
surd personalities, which he, however, would 
relute in a fow words. Everybody knew t La t 
tbo " upstairs " alluded lo by tho hon. 
gentleman was a mile from the mam road 
| laughter] which run fifteen miles into a line 
agricultural disliict. He did not believe in 
these expensive trunk 1 oads proposed by hon. 
gentlemen who had never been further into 
the country than Beacon Hill [laughter] and 
bo would further observe that his opinion 
had nothing whatever to do with shop, nnd 
tbal he did not allow shop to interlero with 
such pal t ry mailers as newspapers. 

Mr- DeCosmos said the hon. gentloman 
belonged to u vigorous and enlightened com- 
pany that were seventeen years in iho country 
and hud not, when be [Mr. I>eC ] lunded o n 
tho island a trail even to Saanioh [laughter] 

Tbo resolution to raise $100,000 was 
carried. 

Ayes— DeCosmos, Cunningham, Carswell, 
M'Clure, Dickson, Dcucan, Deunes aid 
Powell. 

Noes — Tolmio and ABb. 

Dr. Tolmio moved the recommittal of the 
resolution lo raise £50,000 ; it was unneces- 
sary to repeat tbo sumo arguments that he 
had just now brought lorward as they applied 
also to this case. 

Dr. Ash opposed the motion, and said ilmt 
the majority iu Ihe Assembly had by their 
action damaged (ho credit ol lha couulry. 
Ho concluded by expressing an opinion thut 
those who would bo foolish enough to ad- 
vance monoy on a road Irom Viotoria to Nu- 
naimo deserved to lo-e it. 
;J Mr. McCluro said whalevi r arguments might 
be brought lorward against tho first proposi- 
tion, there were certainly none to meet the 
pieseut proposal, which wus to have Ihe 
money borrowed paying rdx per cent instead 
ol twelve. With regard to the remarks of the 
junior member lor Metchosin about the ma- 
jority of the Assembly injuiing the credit ol 
iho colony, they were in keeping with tho 
hon. member's usual reasoning. It was the 
first lime that culling down expenses tended 
to- destroy orodit (laughter). If the hon. 
gentleman had got his way the country wonld 
bo over head and ear?! n debt ill order that 
a largo ollicial shift' might bo retained. 

Mr. DeCosmos repudiated tho idea Hint 
borrowing money was an injury lo a country. 
A hundred yours ugo when the nationul debt 
ol England was a mere trifle in comparison 
to its present dimensions, thero wore people 
there us hero prognosticating all sorts of 
calamltiea about getting Into debt. Thn 
debt, however, Increased year by year, and 
tho country never was more prosperous lhan 
sho is to day. In Iho United States nil tho 
groat works of tho country — railways und 
canals — woro mado with borrowed money, 
and the prosperity of tho country was unpar- 
alleled, With regard to getting the monoy 
thero was no difficulty about tbo matter at 
all:

II 
the statements ol the English papers ure 
orreet, tho application of ihis discovery lo 
unimul food, thus preserved in tho fur West 
nd brought to New York, where' it eould be 
solely kept and sold ut any period ol tl.e 
year, is ol fjroat importance, to the citizens 
New York- Turkeys, quails, partridges 
und venison, killed at Christmas, and thin 
kept till midsummer, would be no small 
addition to iho larder; and cheap biel, 
brought Iresh by this process Lorn Texus, 
where it costs less than $5 to raise n good 
four-year old steer, would cooler immense 
benefits upon every class of ihe community.
